Oyster Bay, L. L, June 27—President 


Roosevelt's home coming 
for 
the 


Bummer was made the occasion of a 
fete here. His reception was notable 
for its enthusiastic cordiality 
and 


vigor. The Oyster Bay town board had 
planned an elaborate 
demonstration, 


and ex-Assemblyman Maurice Town- 
Send had arranged another. Both were 
carried out according to program, but 
as both, were directed to the same 
end, the friendly rivalry between the 
factions resulted only in adding to 
the enthusiasm of the reception. 


President Roosevelt and party were 


hiet at Long Island City by a commit- 
tee headed by J. C. Travers, president 
of me Oyster Bay town board, and 
escorted home on the special train, the 
president occupying- the private car of 
President Baldwin of the Long Island 
railroad. 


The president stepped from his car 


here at 4:30 o'clock and while cannon, 
roared and the people cheered, he was 
escorted to the town hall, between lines 
of school children, each waving a tiny 
American flag. 
Business houses and 


residences throughout the town were 
handsomely decorated. 


Arrived at the hall, President Roose- 


velt unveiled the civil war trophy gun 
presented to the people of Oyster Bay 


Then 


standing on a chair 
placed 
on the 


steps leading to the 'hall, he delivered 
a brief address to his friends 
and 


neighbors massed in front of the build- 
ing. 
He thanked the people for their 


hearty welcome, spoke of his recent 
trip and said that the thing that 
struck him most in that journey of 
nearly 15,000 miles, right across 
the 


continent, was the essential 
unity of 


the American people—that 
wherever 


the president goes here in the United 
States, he feels 
himself 
at home 


among those who feel as he does and 
who have the same ideals to which he 
can appeal. 
Speaking of his pleasure 


at his home coming, 
the 
president 


said: 


'"When I get back here I'm not pres- 


ident. 
I am your old neighbor and 


friend, and in welcoming all of you, 
I want to say that I am particularly 
pleased to see here the children. As 
you know. I believe in children, and 
I'm very glad that the children of 
Oyster Bay seem to bf all right in 
quality and also in quantity." 


At the conclusion of the speech the 


president entered the hall and greet- 
ed Mis. Roosevelt and his children, 
•who had been in waiting there for him. 
While ho was holding ;m informal re- 
ception in the hall, the s-hool children 
wore dr,u\n tip in front of the build- 
ing and under the le.idership of the 
bands sang an original feong of \sel- 
conie to the president. Attracted by 
the singing, the piesiderit ap~peai ej nn 
the steps -itul to the delight of the 
children requested them to repeat the 
eong. 
It was repeated with a vim, 


the great crowd of the children's eld- 
ers joining in the chorus. 


Mrs. 
Roosevelt stood in the 
en- 


trance to the hall during the singing. 


At the conclusion of the ceremonies, 


the president and family enteied car- 
riages, and, still under escort of the. 
commitlees drove to his 
home 
at 


Sagamore Hill. 
The president's trip 


from Washington was without notable 
incident. 


St. Louis, June 27—The nude and

milled tonight that he went with Me 
Cann on a St. Louis, St. Charles & 
Western train on the night of June 18 
but says he does not know where h 
got off. 
He admitted, however, tha 


he and McCann got off together. H 
also admitted that he walked back 
but said he did so because he did no 
have any money. 


A gold watch and a diamond ring, 


identified by Mrs. McCann as 
th 


property of her husband, were found 
under the seat of the patrol wagon, 
which conveyed Barrington from the 
police station to the Four 
Courts. 


Barrington would not seate how they 
came there. 


Charles W. Morrison, a negro at the 


Leland hotel, kept by Mr. and Mrs 
McCann, told Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond today that Barrington 
' came 


home on the morning after McCann 
disappeared and ordered Morrison to 
wash and hide his clothes, which were 
muddy and bloody. 
When Morrison 


asked where McCann was Barrington 
replied: 
"He has gone off. He may 


never come back. 
I'm going to run 


the house while he is gone. 
If he 


ever does come back I'll kill him.

When Barrington was brought into 


the police station, he declared his in- 
nncence, saying: 


"I did not know McCann was dead 


until I was arrested. 
If I hfid killed 


McCann, I would not have gronp back 
to his home, for I would have known 
Ihnl his body would have been finally 
discovered."

veloped upon the arrival of the catlle 
in Argentina. 
Nothing of this kind 


exists in Indiana nor anywhere along 
the line of travel to New York, from 
which port the animals were shipped. 


They conlracted the disease on board 


the vessel that has been bringing wool 
from Argentina to the United Stales. 
The foot and mouth disease has exist- 
ed in Argentina for a considerable 
time. 
Sheep are just Its liable to this 


disease as cattle. 
The question pre- 


sented to the department is whether 
it will stop the imporlation of wool 
from Argenlina and such other coun- 
ti ies as have foot and mouth disease.

rlood Carried House Into Tree Tops 


Which Saved Them. 


Letters have been received from the 


family of H. W. Bartholomew, atHepp 
ner, Oregon, in regard to the terrible 
floods at that place which was almost 
entirely swept away. 


The letters describe the miraculous 


escape of the members of the Barthol- 
omew family and their friends in this 
city have been much Interested in the 
news. 


Judge W. E. Nelson received a long 


etter from Mrs. 
Bartholomew 
in 


which she gives a graphic description 
of the terrors through which 
they 


passed. 


Mrs. Bartholomew writes as follows: 


"I have just gone through the most 
awful catastrophe that any one could 
imagine and am still alive and have 
my senses but I marvel at it. 
No 


account of this frightful 
destruction 


can tell the awfulness of it. 
I fell 


as though it was a frightful night- 
mare. 


"A week ago Thursday we had an 


awful rain and the creek that runs 
just about fitty feet back of our house 
overflowed and the water cam& clear 
up to our back porch. Our foot bridge 
was washed away. 


Ocean of Water. 


"Sunday we had thunder and light- 


ning again and a regular eastern elec- 
tric storm. We sat on the porch and 
watched the storm until we were driv- 
en in the house. 
The boys held the 


door and all at once the house began 
to shake and tremble and I thought 
we were having an earthquake, but 
as \ve looked out we saw a mighty 
ocean of water around us. The water 
was muddy and was 
filled 
with 


boards and trees. 


"Our house began to move right out 


from its foundation. We had two Im- 
mense poplar tiees in 
front of 
the 


house and when I saw 
the 
porch 


strike these trees I was sure that we 
would be crushed to death, but the 
fifteen or twenty feet of water sent 
the house down upon the trees and 
they fell the other way and our house 
was launched out on the trees just 
like it was a t>oat. That was all that 
saved us. Everyone else in our block 
was taken away and I suppose that is 
the reason that we 
were 
counted 


among the dead." 


At the time the flood 
came 
Mr. 


Bartholomew was in another part of 
the town and was saved. 
Mrs. Bar- 


tholomew, her son, and 
her nephew, 


Eaile Bartholomew, formerly of this 
city, and Dr. Nelson and his sister 
who live with the family were in the 
house at the time. 


' Had Close Call. 


Mrs. 
Bartholomew in her letter tells 


how as soon as the house settled in the 
water they all climbed out into the 
water in the rain and hail and climbed 
into a iloating barn. 
Mrs. Bartholo- 


mew was caught between the barn and 
a big tree and it was with much diffi- 
culty that the men of the party were 
able to save her. 


Later the party were rescued from 


the barn and got to a house and finally 
were taken to dry land. Mrs. Barthol- 
omew then found that she had been 
injured and had suffered greatly from 
he shock and was confined to her 
ed at a house which was in a safe 


place. 
While they were floating on 


he barn the party saw Mr. Bartholo- 
TIOW on a high place on land, but he 
\as unable to give them, any assist- 
incc and •was compelled to stand there 
ind view his family in great danger 
nid facing probable death. Physicians 
attended Mrs. Bartholomew and she 
vas afterward told that the doctors 
it one time thought she would not re- 
cover but she Is now doing all right. 


The family \vas quite fortunate as 


they did not lose any of their house- 


goods. 
Only one dish In the en- 


the house was broken and nothing was 
ruined but the 
carpets. The 
other 


houses in the same block were swept 
iway and the people killed. The dead 
ncluded many of the friends 
of the 


family.

One of the three um-ecalled copies 


of "The Brief of My Client's Case: A 
Story of Tristan 
and 
Isolde," the 


pamphlet which the Rev. Henry Aus- 
tin Adams, who has just returned up 
in New Zealand, had printed before 
disappearing last August was found .n 
New York a few days since. The Rev. 
Mr. Adams is the high churchman who 
turned Catholic. 


That this pamphle was intended as 


an explanation of his premeditated dis- 
appearance is shown in the description 
which appears on the title page: "Be- 
ing the last •word to a tew friends \\ho 
knew the real me." 


At the bottom of the page appears 


the appeal: "Prove yourself my friend 
by reading between the lines." At the 
top is written: "Does the great God 
think I shall clasp air and kiss the 
wind forever?" 


All but three copies of the pamphlet 


were brought up by Dr. Ames' family 
and high churchmen. The "brief" which 
tells the 
well-known 
story of Mr. 


Adams' career, is prefaced by a num- 
ber of verses. 


As to the Rev. Mr. Adams' story, 


Edith, the wife of whom he writes, is 
a practical person, who is extremely 
jealous. Grace, the dream soul, the af- 
finity, the mystic being, is the other 
woman. The genius is referred to in 
the "brief" as Paul. 


The story opens in Cuba, Mr. Adams' 


birthplace. The first chapter tells in- 
coherently of unjust, strange misunder- 
standings. A visit to Paris is described, 
together with meetings and misunder- 
standings galore, and innumerable rav- 
ings and pessimistic comments. 


After dealing at length •with the "na- 


tural body," the "spiritual" body, and 
their tendencies and unions, Mr. Ad- 
ams again takes up the- thread of his 
story of misunderstandings and jeal- 
ousies. In dwelling upon the biting fet- 
ters of marriage he writes: 


"What God hath joined together let 


no man put asunder—but poor God, - 
fancy, not infrequently is wrongfully 
charged with 'joining' what is really 
the work of a snappy youth of 21. There 
being no scandals at the zoo, one not 
wholly lost might go so far as to ask 
if this be not true to the fact that na- 
ture and the brutes are within hailing 
distance of each other.

and that the undoing of marriage in 
fatal to society. So there you are. Na- 
ture could hardly have bungled thus.

moonlight of emotional Insanity. Mock 
heroics, mock despair, made raptures 
—with the 
purely

goading and luring. Were the 'child'

The Lime Juice Island. 


Nearly all the lime juice used in the 


world comes from the tiny island of 
Monsterrat, in the British West In- 
dies. The lime grows wild in many 
Wes>t Indian Islands, but only in Mon- 
sterrat is it used commercially. 
That 


island is one vast garden of lime-trees, 
and nowhere in the world is there a 
finer sight than its thirty miles of or- 
chards laden with the fruit of th" lime 
or fragrant with its blossoms. 


The fruit is gathered by negro wo- 


men, who carry it down the hills to the 
shipping port in big baskets on their 
heads. 
Like all West Indians, they 


are remarkable for their ability to car- 
ry heavy weights in this manner. Once, 
the company which controls the limp- 
juice industry sought to lighten 
the 


burden of its laborers by introducing 
wheelbarionsj. The negroes fillp'l the 
•wheelbarrows readily enough, and then 
carried them on their heads as they 
had been used to carry the baskets. 
Many a negro woman will carry a hun- 
dred-weight of limes on her head for 
a distance of a mile or more.

Family life cannot be satisfacl orily 


experienced without a family. What is 
the effect of the law of primogeniture 
upon families, family life, and, inci- 
dentally, upon population? In England, 
where 
families 


primogeniture 


are 
large. 


still Obtains 
.In America 


where it does not obtain, families are 
criticised in being so small (among the 
native-born) as to make observers un- 
easy above the future of the race. In 
France, where the division of property 
among all the children is largely pre- 
scribed by laws which leave testators 
a very limited discretion, the popula- 
tion is dwindling at a rate that is 
thought to threaten disaster. One rea- 
son given for the small size of French 
families is this compulsory division 
of all estates. Where 
properties are 


small and there are several children 
the divided estate affords none of Ihem 
a home, and inheritance taxes eat up 
a large part of what is handed down. 
Wherp parents wish 
their home to 


.slay in the family the temptation is 
nl rung to raise but one child. The 
Knglish law, with all the hardships it 
involves, was at least made for the 
perpetuation of family homos, and in- 
cidentally It Hor-ms to have made for 
the perpetuation of 
family 
stocks 


Englishmen have rfiroly refrained from 
raising younger sons for fear they 
would come to want. They have feared 
rather a dearth of heirs than a dearth 
of inheritance property. 
They have 


never had the special inducement to 
raiia one child or more, which. U said 


to be such a restraining influence in 
France. When a family estate goes all 
in one parcel some, at least, of the re- 
sponsibilities of its former owner are 
apt to go with it. Where an estate 19 
divided earh participant 
may more 


reasonably be expected to look out for 
himself. Moroo\er, the conditions of a 
younser son, vuth no expectations, is 
doubtless often more stimulating than 
that of a coheir with a prospect of. In- 
heriting just enough property to keep 
him from actual want. English young- 
er sons have certainly been a tremen* 
dous force in the spread and develop- 
ment of the British empire and En- 
lish hens have at least perpptuateiS 
English family homes. Primogeniture 
is not, and doubtless never will be* 
desired in this country, but with all its 
drawbacks there is something to t>9 
said for it.—Harper's Weekly.

broken the right way. People want 
few contagious diseases and 
deaths 


and few fires while the great number 
of marriage licenses is looked upon as 
a sign of prosperity. 


The arrests have run along about the 


average. The total number so far has 
been 84 for June. 
Only two lodgers 


have applied for sleeping quarters. 


The number of contagious diseases 


reported 
show a healthy condition 


of the city. Only nine cases of meas- 
les were reported to the clerk while 
63 were reported the month previous. 
There was but one case of scarlet fe- 
ver and two cases of diphtheria. 


The number of marriage 
licenses 


was 64 and there is 
time for 
still 


some more to be issued, but so far the 
record is broken. 
June is always a 


good month for marriages but this 
year it surpasses the same month of 
other years and albo any other month 
of any year. 


The city clerk so far has received the 


reports of but 12 deaths in this city. 
Of these three were caused by tuber- 
culosis, one by Bright's disease, one by 
pneumonia and the rest 
by 
other 


causes. During May there were 
43 


deaths and during June of '02, there 
were 29 deaths in the city. 


The fire department has been re- 


quired to answer only three alarms 
during the month so far. This is 
about the least number of fires for 
that length of time that the firemen 
are able to recall. One of the three 
fires was nothing but the burning of 
a trash pile, and the other two did 
not amount to much.

County Clerk J, M, Dodd Has Earned all 


the Credit Given Him as a Compe= 


tent and Painstaking Officer 


Importance of His Office and His Close 


Personal Contact With People 


Because of His Duties 


County Clerk James M. Dodd hold 


a position in Macon county which i 
Important to the 
welfare of everj 


citizen, much more so that most per 
sons imagine. 


It has been said that Mr. Dodd IL 


^ the best county clerk in the state and 


that his office was as modern as any 
that could be found. Perhaps the people 
of this county do not thoroughly ap- 
preciate that fact for the reason tha 
Mr. Dodd has had the office in good 
shape for some years past and they 
have not been put to the inconvenience 
of being compelled to transact busi- 
ness with less competent clerks. The 
people here however know that the 
office is in good shape and that they 
can always find what they want 


Strangers Know. 


But It is the fetrangeis who have 


business in different parts of the state 
who are best able to judge as to the 
comparative condition of 
the office, 


Men who make a business of looking 
up estates and have other matters to 
trace in county clerks' offices often 
visit the city and they always have 
something good to say about the coun-- 
ty clerk's office in this city. Quite a 
number of such men have said that 
the county clerk's 
office In Macon 


county was kept up better than any 
they ever visited and that all the mod- 
ern systems are to be found here. 


Built It Up. 


As a matter of fact Mr. Dodd has 


his office in first class order. Since 
he has been In office he has re-ar- 
ranged all of the records and Docu- 
ments. Almost every paper in the of- 
fice, and they are almost innumerable, 
have been refiled and the. systems em- 
ployed are so perfect that when any- 
thing is wanted it requires but a mo- 
ment for the clerk or his assistants to 
furnish the required papers or infor- 
mation. 


Important Office. 


This is important for the reason 


that the office is one with which every 
person in the city will at some time 
or other have business. The duties of 
the county clerk are so many that 
they touch every citizen. Even when 
he is born and if he gets married or 
dies he must as surely have business 
with the county 
clerk as he must 


meet the ordinary events of life. 


The variety and extent of the du- 


ties of the county clerk which are 
realized by but few persons mnke the 
office one of the very greatest im- 
portance to the citizens. 


On Third Term. 


County Cleik Dodd is now serving 


his third term in the office. When this 
term expires he will have been coun- 
ty clerk for twelve successive years. 
He was first elected on the republican 
ticket in 1894, again elected in 1298. 
and for the third time in 1902 he was 
nominated on the republican ticket, 
this time without opposition, and was 
elected by a majority of over 2,500, the 
largest majority ever received by any 
candidate for office In this county. 


Always Active. 


Mr. Dodd has always been an active 


man, and for that matter an active 
boy, for he has been in business since 
he was seventeen years old. 
He was 


born at Mew Albany, Ind., in 1S.">1. He 
received a common school education 
only but through his own efforts after- 
wards educated himself. 
in 1869 he 


went from New Albany to Evansville. 
At the age of seventeen years he was 
in the dry goods business for himself. 
When eighteen years ojd he was deliv- 
ery clerk at the post office. 


Years of Business. 


For a period of twenty-two years 


Mr. Dodd followed the crockery busi- 
ness. 
During eleven years ami .six 


months he was 
connected with an 


establishment in Evansville. He came 
to Decatur in 1880 and for ten and 
one-half years he was with E. D. 
Bartholomew who had a queensware 
and china store here. 


In 1891 Mr. Dodd went into the real 


estate business, forming a partnership 
known as Dodd and Sanner and he 
remained in that business until he was 
elected to his present office in 1804. 


Same Activity. 


The same activity which Mr. Docid 


displayed in his younger days and dur- 
ing his business life he has applied 
to his duties in the county clerk's 
ofice. He has endeavored to constantly 
improve the office and make it more 
perfect, and with the 
result w h i c h 


everyone knows. 


When anyone wants anything that 


Is connected with the county dork's 
office it can be procured and with iit- 
tle trouble. Moreover 
Mr. Dodd and 


his assistants are obliging and ac- 
commodating and are always ready 
to serve the public in any way possi- 
ble. The perfect arrangement of the 
work in tho office and the excellent 
service tendered by 
those employed 


there make the office one in which it 
la a pleaaure to transact business. 
, 


The last report of 
the fees and 


salaries committee of 
the board of 


supervisors which was made after the 
examination of the office for the year 
1902 shows that the office stands well 
with the board. 


The report of the committee is as 


follows: 


"We find the situation in this office 


to be entirely satisfactory. The books 
of the office are kept by a modern 
and accurate system and our auditing 
shows the accounts to be correct. We 
also report that the balances due the 
county have been 
turned into the 


county treasuiy." 


Work Extensive. 


A daily visit to the -office of the 


county clerk causes 
the 
visitor to 


wonder at the infinite variety of the 
kinds of work performed there, all of 
which does not appear to the occas- 
ional caller. 


Upon being questioned 
as to the 


latitude of the workings of his office 
County Clerk Dodd, after some delib- 
eration, confessed that he 
himself 


had scarcely realized the wide scope 
of his duties. 


Just at this time in addition to the 


regular court work of the county court 
much attention is being given to the 
city improvements 
which are under 


vay in various parts of the city. The 


extent that the board of supervisors 
will most likely be required to prepare 
new lists by September. 


Vital Statistics. 


The record of births contains name 


of child when known; date of birth; 
number of child of parents; their na- 
tivity; physician; midwife and other 
information. 


The death record shows date and 


cause of death; attending physician; 
duration of illness; name of under- 
taker; place and date of burial. 


The marriage records shows the 


application for marriage license; date 
of license and marriage, names of 
parents of contracting parties and 
their nativity, number of nmrriage 
of each, officiating minister and date 
of return of certiticate, which also is 
recorded. 


Election Records. 


A general election causes a surpris- 


ing amount of labor in the county 
clerk's office, from which issues all 
election supplies, such as ballots, poll 
books, tally sheets, addressed envel- 
opes f6r the returns to the secretary 
of state, the county 
clerk and the 


town clerk, bags for used ballots with 
wax and seals for sealing them, pen- 
cils and Ink; also is 
required the 


accurate counting of many thousands 
of ballots in parcels of one hundred 
each. At least one half of these are 
never used but the law requires their 
preparation. The clerk is the custo- 
dian of the returns and of the cast 
ballots and is required to destroy them 
not sooner than six months after the 
ilfction. He makes an abstract of the 
rotes for the secretary of state to 
vhom he makes certificate of Its cor- 
ectness. 
He issues certificates of 


election, executes and approves of- 
icial bonds, administers oaths of of- 
ice and keeps a record of all officers 
lected including the date of their 
ualification and expiration of their 
erm of office, noting the fact that 
n official has resigne" died, removed 
rom county or failed to qualify. A 
pecial record is kept for a list of 
ach of the 
following: 
justices of 


J. M. DODD, County Clerk. 


assessment rolls for all street paving, 
seweis and resurfacing, are recorded 
in this office. The rebates are fig- 
ured by the county clerk who certifies 
the finished rolls to the city clerk 
for collection at ptoper time. 


All information for 
petty crimes 


and misdemeanors are docketed here 
and besides tho majority of indict- 
ments found by the grand juries are 
certified here for trial from the cii- 
cuit court. 


Estate Business. 


Besides the louttne court work in 


the administration of 
estates the 


< lerk keeps a 
ledger account with 


every admimstiator, executor, guairl- 
i.in, c onset vator, assignee etc, whi( h 
hhous the date of appointment, dat^ 
of loiters, bond, repoits, the inven- 
tion, appraisement, etc. .n addition to 
the recording of all these instruments 
in every case fiom appointment until 
discharge. 
A history of all insanity 


cases from date of complaint to com- 
mittment to asylum and the occasion- 
al repoits of asylum authorities as to 
patients in their charge; the depend- 
ent girls and boys who ;iro sent to 
schools and homes 
maintained for 


them and of the vicious ones sent to 
reformatories, are all t< be found in 
the county clerk's office. 


All the blanks needed m the hear- 


ing of these cases are supplied by the 
office. As the population of the county 
increases so does the volume of this 
branch of the clerk's duties enlarge. 


Adoption and Juries. 


Then there is the record of cstrays 


and unclaimed property, which is dis- 
posed of in a very ciicuitous manner 
through the clerk. 


Cases o£ the adoption of children 


are also in the clerk's line. 


A register of'nil jurors for both the 


county and circuit 
courts is kept, 


which shows the date of their Selec- 
tion and when drawn from the box. 
The McCoole trial will have exhaust- 
ed the list now in the box to such an, 


peace, notaries public, town, city and 
village clerks, commissioners of high- 
ways, constables, collectors, assessors, 
police magistrate and school trustees 
all over the county. 


Another register contains the pedi- 


gree of horses. Still another contains 
the names of physicians and of den- 
tists showing 
the 
institution from 


which they graduated, date of dip- 
lomacy, years of 
practice and the 


like data. 


Special Records. 


Midwifes, architects, veterinary sur- 


geons, trade maiks and brands, each 
are given a special record. Then an- 
other record contains the declarations 
or firt,t papeis of aliens becoming nat- 
uialized and their final papers and 
their certificates of naturalization are 
recorded in another volume. 


A ledger account is kept with every 


physician and town or village clerk 
in the county, who makes repoits of 
a birth or a death. This account is 
certified quarterly to the county treasl 
urer and a warrant is drawn on him 
for the amount due. The county clerk 
is also clerk of all the drainage dis- 
tricts in the county and the assessment 
rolls of these districts 
are certified 


by him to the district treasurer, and 
the minutes of the drainage commis- 
sioners are kept here. The largest 
drainage assessment 
'roll in amount 


every pi spared in this 
county, has 


been quite recently certified to the 
district treasurer of 
IIHnl special 


drainage district of Macon and Lo- 
gan counties by Clerk Dodd. The ag- 
gregate of the assessment 
reaching 


$2r.,000. Supervisor Johnston of Austin 
Is one of the district commissioners. 


Secretary of Board. 


The sounty dork is secretary of the 


board of supervisoia and as such his 
duties are not few. All claims of whatl 
ever kind against the county are filed 
with the 
county 
clerk, 
whether 


for 
salaiy; 
for 
repairs 
on 


county 
properyes, 
court 
house 


jail 
or 
county 
farm, 
supplies 


for officials, goods or coal for paupers, 
physicians' services to poor, judges 
and clerks of elections, rent for poll- 
ing places, claims for heating, light- 
ing and water for building and other 
claims, A full record of the work of the 
county board when it is In session, 
accurate minutes of its 
proceedings 


and finally the preparation and x-egis- 
tration of every warrant for the pay- 
ment of every cent that is paid from 
the county treasury, excepting juror 
certificates i&sued by coroner and cir- 
cuit clerk. 


The clerk also issues an order upon 


the county treasurer 
to receive all 


moneys that are 
received into the 


treasury excepting the taxes which 
are turned in by the tax collectors, 
town and county. 


Each pension day 
which cornea 


quarterly brings over 300 pensioners' 
voucheis to be filled. 
General affi- 


davits, acknowledgements and 
certi- 


fied copies galore. 


Revenue Work. 


In addition to the foregoing is the 


review woik, which in Indiana and 
Ohio and nearly all the states is 
made the exclusive work of another 
office, the county auditor. 


In these states the county auditor 


is paid a higher salary than the other 
county officials because of the recog- 
nized importance 
and 
complicated 


character of the work. Tet in Illinois 
this work is added to the duties of th* 
county clerk. 


There is perhaps no question which 


affects almost everybody and Is so lit- 
tle understood by 
people generally, 


as that of the assessment of proper- 
ty for taxation and the levying and 
extension of taxes. 


Before April first of each year the 


county clerk is required to prepare 
in book form, complete lists of the 
taxable real estate of the county in 
duplicate. 


In Macon county 
these lists con- 


tain the name of owner as appears on 
previous year's collector's books, the 
subdivision or 
section, 
the town, 


range, school district, road district, the 
acreage, if given and 
the previous 


year's valuation. If the property be a 
town lot, the name of village or city, 
name of addition, lot and block, school 
district and valuation. 


Changes Noted. 


District lines are continually being 


changed by trustees having author- 
ity and these changes are carefully 
recorded and consulted each year in 
the preparation of 
these books for 


the assessors. Should the names of 
owners be changed during the year 
it is the duty of the assessor to note 
the change in a column prepared for 
that purpose and the county clerk 
notes the change when preparing the 
collectors' books. These lists are de- 
livered by the county 
clerk to the 


supervisor of assessments, who turns 
them over to the assessor. When the 
assessment is completed the assessor 
returns the lists to the supervisor 
who subsequently submits them to the 
board of review and the board re- 
turns them to the county clerk, upon 
the completion of their work in Sep- 
tember. The county clerk then ab- 
stracts the assessment, 
eliminating 


any clerical error that may have crept 
in along the route and certifies the 
abstract to the state auditor for use 
of the state board of equalization. The 
state board equalizes the assessment 
between the 101 counties of the state, 
originally assesses railroads for their 
rolling stock, right of 
way, tracks, 


side tracks and improvements on right 
of way; also assesses the capital stock 
of corporations and certifies to the 
county cleik the result of their work. 
Should the state 
board 
make any 


changes, which they usually do, it then 
becomes the duty of the county clerk 
to conform his books to their changes. 
A reduction of nine per cent on all 
lands In the county was the sum in 
arithmetic which Mr. Dodd was call- 
ed on to work out last year. In other 
years there have been changes made 
in all classes of 
property, entailing 


quite an amount of work. 


Heaviest Work. 


After the assessment is completed 


the work of preparing the collector's 
books begins, and this is the largest 
work of the whole list. There aie IT 
towns in Macon county, three cities, 
five villages and 139 school districts 
and from three to five road districts 
in each town. The county clerk is re- 
quired 
to 
compute 
the 
rates 


on each road and br^ge levy, town 
tax, village or city and district school 
tax in the county. The state auditor 
tixes the rate for state tax and bond- 
ed interest tax. There are statutory 
limits on all tax levies, some of whicn 
file quite elastic and the duty of fix- 
ing latcs requires the strictest atten- 
tion. The objections to taxes which are 
frequently filed by railroads, in the 
county court when the county collec- 
tor asks for judgment for delinquent 
tax invariably grows out of the neg- 
ligence of town clerks, either to con- 
sult the statutes in 
regard to the 


methods prescribed for making levies 
or in falling to make complete entries 
in his record of the proceedings of 
the body authorizing the levy. 


Trouble Comes. 


For instance highway commissioneis 


may authorize a levy of 40c on each 
hundred dollars valuation without any 
further actian. They may, upon cer- 
tain conditions authorize an additional 
levy or levies but every year it hap- 
pens that some commissioners will, 
without complying with those statu- 
tory conditions, levy a, rate in excess 
of the <0c, or if they do comply with 
the conditions, their records fail to 
note the fact, and the railroads will 
almost invariably take exceptions to 
the excess rate and their exceptions 
will be sustained by the courts and the 
town will suffer a loss In consequence. 
For this reason it is claimed good ef- 
flelent town clerks are at a premium 
and should be retained by towns who 
have them, because of thla one impor- 


tant feature of their duty. 


City tax rates too 
are somewhat 


flexible and it is 
the duty of the 


county clerk to see that cities and vil- 
lages to do not ask for an excessive 
rate. 


After all the amounts required by 


these various districts are ascertained 
and the rates for each are computed— 
the extension of taxes is begun and 
this is done by experts and is most 
laborious work. 


Railroad 
Tax. 


The taxes of a railroad are- deter- 


mined in a rather peculiar way, i. e. 
so much per foot of track. 
For in- 


stance: The Wabash 
railroad files 


with the county clerk of every county 
through which the 
road 
passes a 


schedule which shows for 1902 that it 
owns in Illinois 705 miles, 481 feet of 
track and owned 490 locomotives, 18520 
cars of all kinds including eight diners, 
fifty-five chair cars, 4665 coal cars, 
10,743 box cars. The valuation of all its 
property in the state, (excepting what 
is assessed locally, such as office fur- 
niture and real estate not included 
in right of way) la fixed by the state 
board of equalization and the state au- 
ditor certifies to each county clerk the 
proportion of said valuation to be as- 
sessed in that particular county. The 
county clerk ascertains from his rec- 
ords the number of miles and feet of 
main and side tracks owned by that 
corporation In his county and from 
the auditors' statement of valuation, 
the clerk by computation determines 
the valuation per foot of track. Then 
the clerk determines the nuni.,../ of 
feet of track in each town, city, village 
and school 
district 
of 
his county 


through which the 
road passes and 


by applying the valuation per foot to 
the number of feet in each district, 
arrives at that district proportion of 
the valuation on which taxes are to be 
extended. The absolute accuracy of 
this tedious work 
requires the per 


"footage" to be extended, In nearly all 
cases to five and Six decimals. It will 
be readily seen that the extension of 
railroad taxes Is no small job.

The rates for tho taxes 
he pays are computed and the amount 
he pays is determined here. If trouble

ished his career on earth the county 
clerk's office will reveal tbje date and 
place of burial. Then comes the probate 
of his will, a description of his ef- 
fects and their value, the name of his 
executor, his heirs, the amount of his 
indebtedness and a 
complete record 


of the settlement of his estate. 


Earnings Show. 


The volume of work done here is 


shown by the annual reports of earn-

the earnings for the year ending

ONE MAN'S EXPERIENCE WITH 


THE SERVANT GIRL PROBLEM 


Books Verified. 


Upon the completion 
of the tax 


books for the collectors they are ver- 
rified by men of experience in the 
work and an abstract is prepared for 
the state auditor and for the various 
local treasurers for use in making 
settlement with the county and town 
collectors. When settlement day fin- 
ally arrives and the county collector 
has obtained a judgment in the county 
court against delinquents and the an- 
nual tax sale begins, the county clerk 
is again in evidence. He is required 
to attend the sale, to make a record 
of each sale, the name of purchaser 
and description of 
property sold, the 


rate of sale and at the end of the sale 
to issue a certificate of such sale to 
each purchaser and also to make a ful 
return of all such sales to the stat< 
auditor in book form ready for bind 
ing.

decade, 
only 23( 


tracts being sold. 


la Custodian. 


The clerk is the custodian of the 


sale record and must receive the re- 
demption money and issue redemption 
certificates to whoever 
redeems the 


property from such sales. In case no 
redemption occurs the clerks issues 
the tax deed to the premises to the 
purchaser and the affidavits for tax 
deeds constitute 
one 
more in the 


clerks long list of records. 


Notwithstanding the long array of 


records mentioned above and the in- 
numberable files 
pertaining 
to all 


classes of business in the office the 
files are so systematized that any pa- 
per on deposit here, since the organi- 
zation of the county will be produced 
almost immediately when inquiry is 
made for It. 
, 


A New Duty. 


A new duty has been recently added 


to the many which must be perform- 
ed by th!& official. He is called upon 
to issue hunters' licenses. He fills out 
a license, and also two coupons, one 
for the game warden and one for the 
state treasurer. He receives $1.10 for 
each license. Of this money $1. goes 
to the state and lOc to the county 
clerk's office and the 
latter official 


must spend 4 cents for postage so 
that each license nets 
him only 6 
cents. 


Follows Through Life. 


Taken all in all this is pre-eminentlj 


the people's office. The closeness o 
the workings of this office to the av 
erage citizen is best shown when i 
is recalled that when he is born his, 
birth becomes a matter of record in 
this office, which lecord shows the 
date of his birth the fact that he is 
for instance, the third child born to 
John and Mary Doe, in wedlock, am 
that Dr. A. presided at his birth. If the 
boy becomes an orphan there is found 
the appointment of his guardian and a 
record of that guardianship until his 
majority or if he be adopted—this of- 
fice contains that record. 


Wien the young man seeks a wife 


he files with the county clerk an ap- 
plication for marriage license which 
the clerk willingly grants. The mar- 
riage record kept here contains the 
full names, ages and address of both 
parents and the full names of their 
parents and their nativity when ob- 
tainable, the date of marriages and 
name of minister officiating as well 
as of the witnesses to the ceremony. 
If while he is a youngster, he gets too 
gay with the boys or too intimate with 
his neighbor's melon patch, that is 
recorded against him hero and here 
he settles his fine and costs for his 
little sins. 


To Grave and After. 


If perchance our young man be- 


ctomos ambitious to hold an office his 
iomination papers arc filed here, the 
Ballot containing his name is furnish- 
ed by the county clerk, the supplies for 
holding the election, 
the oertlficate 


showing -his success, his commission, 
bond and oath of office and the record i 


The women are not the only ones 


who are worried by the "domestic" or 
"hired girl problem." The head of 
the house has troubles in that line oc- 
casionally and his grief IB trtling on 
him. 


With a sigh that eame from the 


depths of his soul one of them unbur- 
dened himself thus: "I am in favor of 
letting down the bars to the Chinese 
so that they can come in and serve 
as domestics. I have seen that tried 
in California and I know that they 
are a success in that line. 


"Advertise? Why I have advertised 


until I am ashamed to see my name 
in the paper. We had a good girl— 
that fs she was competent and did 
her work well. That's all that my wife 
and I cared about. But she went to 
Chicago, The domestic problem there 
is even worse than 'it is In Decatur. 
Good house servants in Chicago get 
six dollars a week. 


"Just now we have no domestic. My 


wife is not well and I get up and get 
breakfast. We get our dinner down 
town and go to bed without any sup- 
per. This thing of getting meals down 
town is trying. The other day my wife 
began to dress at 11:30 and the res- 
taurant was crowded when we got 
there so we had to wait a long" time 
and it was 2 o'clork when we got 
back home again. Think of that, two 
hours and a half to get restaurant din- 
ner. 


"Since our girl went to Chicago we 


have been having experiences. A Pol- 
ish girl answered the advertisement. 
She w-as a fine appearing young wo- 
man, apparently strong and willing. 
We fancied that we had a treasure. 
But she explained to my wile that 
she knew absolutely nothing about 
housework and further explained that 
she had worked for years in a laundry. 
She was about to get married and on 
the suggestion of her mother conclud- 
ed to "work out" a short time in 
order that she might acquire some 
knowledge of housework before taking 
charge of a house of her own. Per- 
haps, we thought she will be better 
than no one so we gave her a trial. 
She asked my wife if it was necess- 
ary to salt the ham and we quit so 


r as she was concerned. 
"Then we got another. She said that 


slie had worked always in a hotel or 
restaurant either as a dishwasher or 
as chambermaid and admitted that 
ler knowledge of housework was lim- 
ited. The first morning she burned 
up the bacon, let tha coffee boil out 
of the pot and run all over the gas 
•ange and burn till the house} was 
tilled with the odor, 
and then she 


)laced on the table some things called 
biscuit that were simply beyond de- 
scription—yellow and hard as rock. 
Absolutely we could not eat them. She 
volunteered the information thnt she 
guessed that she would go back to the 
hotel. It was a relief when she left 
he house. 


'I had friends recommend certain 


girls and hunted them up but—there 
vas always something wrong. I know 
my wife thought that I was not mak- 
ing a proper effort to get a girl and 
one day this week I missed the ball 
game and started out. I heard of a 
family where there was a girl who 
might consent to do house work. When 
I reached the house there were sev- 
eral women lying on the grass just 
inside of the gate, I stopped outsidf 
and made known the fact that I was 
seeking Miss X and that she Nad been 
recommended as one who could and 
would do housework. That was as far 
as I got when Miss X broke out. 


"''An/ house cleaning? I won't clean 


house. I won't be nigger for any one. 
I've cleaned house three times this 
spring and you needn't tnink I'll be 
nigger for you or any one else.' 


"When she had finished her tirade 


I humbly explained that we had fin- 
ished house cleaning at our place and 
that all we wanted was some one 
who would now keep it clean and do 
very little cooking for us. Then I ask/i 
ed her if she would accept the jilacfc, 
saying that we would pay her well.' 


"The young woman said that she 


did not want to begin work until next 
week. I had missed the ball game and 
wanted to prove that I had been doing 


> duty in an effoit to secure a dp- 


mestic so I asked her if she would not 
please call at the house and see my 
wife the next morning- and tendered 
ler car fare which she accepted and 
snid that she would be at my house 
next morning by 7:30. That Is the last 
hnt I have seen of her. 


"As a money 
making proposition 


or those who must work for a living, 
cannot understand why It is that to 


many young women prefer to worft 
in stores and factories rathjer than a* 
house servants. .Competent domestic* 
earn as much as the girls who worle 
in some of the stores and have theijf 
board and room rent In addition to 
their wages. To me it seems that if 
It is the money that they are after? 
they would prefer to work as domes* 
tics. Another thing- struck me sine* 
that laundry girl came to our housa 
to take a 
kindergarten 
course la 


housekeeping. What are all of thesa 
girls who work in stores and factories 
going to do when they get married^ 
jf they ever do, come to that time1! ' 
What will they know about the dutleg 
of caring for a house. If the two wo* 
men who were at my house are Bam* 
pies of what may be expected, theQ 
I say God help the man that married 
them. 


"On the western 
coast there ar« 


many Chinese 
and 
Japanese m«a 


serving as house servants. "When | 
was in California one time I visited at 
a house where three men kept batch, 
They had a Chinese man servant who; 
> 


not only did the cooking but did all 
of the; house work of every kind ancl 
he dia it well, you never ate better* 
irculs than he put on the table. H4 
was ihe best meat cook I ever en« 
countered and could an I did make aa) 
fine 
F'al:y biscuit as one could atfM " 


for. .He was paid thirty dollar* a? 
montl: for running the house." 


There are In Decatur a number of 


young women who are paid as much! 
tin fcur dollars per week for thein 
set vice as domestics. That much 14 
paid n a number of instances whera 
the families'are not large. There ara 
other instances where there are twn 
or more girls and the wages are aa) 
high. 


One had who overheard the conver* 


sation about domestics said: "We hacl 
a capable girl at our house one tima 
but she was not without her faults. 
She was constantly afraid that soma 
overt act might give the impression 
that she was conceding tffat she wajj 
the inferior of some one in a social 
scale. She always had her bristles up 
and at the slightest opportunity would] 
stick in "just cause a girl works in 
a kitchen its no sign that she is nod 
as good as, etc. etc." At the most un« 
expected moment when we were afc 
the dining table she would appear ln> 
the dining room with a dish in hep 
hand and catching the name of soma 
individual mentioned in our con^rsa* 
tion would say "They needn't be so 
stuck up. They are no better than anjj 
one else. I know a girl who worker! 
there and she told me etc. etc." 


"We were helpless. We tried on th^ 


quiet to get some one to take hee 
place but could not. My wife could not 
do the work and look after the chil- 
dren at the same time and we wera 
compelled to submit. I did not ques- 
tion that she was as good as we wera 
but she was not employed to coma 
into the dining room or any other part 
of the house for that matter and tak« 
the lead in conversation. If I had act- 
ed on the Impulse more times than 
once I would have taken her by tha 
neck and thrown her out of the house* 
When she came into the dining room 
and made one of her spiels we said 
not a word. No one ever answered] 
when she spoke and there was eflways' 
a silence of a second or two and sha 
would return to the kitchen. Of coursa 
all things have an end and one day 
she left. We lived on 
crackers and 


cht se for a few weeks and 1 tell you 
on the dead I rather enjoyed It. All 
the time she was in the house I wa», 
afraid she would' overhear something 
and go away and repeat it In a distort* 
ed way and give me credit for savin* 
it. She thought that she was quite tha 
thing and yet she failed to understand 
that while she was just as good as w» 
were, and we never disputed her on 
that point, she did not know what 
she was there for. Thank fortune thejl 
are not all that way or I would cer« 
tainly go crazy. The men who hava 
never encountered the domestic prob* 
lorn utterly fail to appreciate thell 
rare good fortune."

The question, "What makes a book 


sell?" has often been asked, but nev- 
er satisfactorily answered. The qual- 
ities that push a special novel out of 
the pile into prominence are still mys- 
terious. The most critical analyst can 
only look on and wonder. Some hooks 
that are advertised and discussed ex- 
tensively drop 
into 
insignificance 


within a month. "The Confessions of 
a Wife," for example, is already but 
a dim memory, though for a moment 
It made a clamor. But neg-lect is less 
astonishing than the way that a story 
by an unknown writer will suddenly 
make itself felt. The name of Richard 
Greaves was never 
hoard until ho 


wrote "Brewfiter's Millions," and the 
book has not been unreasonably boom- 
ed; yet there is something about it 
which makes one like it and remember 
it. The name is attractive, the talk 
has a breezy look, and because of 
some originality or a certain dash and 
sparkle it has caught on.

The fight on the Illinois and Mich- 


igan canal appropriation is taking def- 
inite form. Representative Richard E. 
Burke of Chicago has filed a bill at 
Springfield to enjoin the state treas- 
urer and state auditor from turning 
over the appropriation of about $140,- 
000 effective July 1. 


In his bill Mr. Burke alleges that for 


the state to pay money for the main- 
tenance of the waterway is in direct 
violation of the constitution, and that 
the people of Illinois receive no bene- 
fit whatever from it. 
The money is 


only used by the commissioners for 
the support of a few "pensioners." 


The writ was ordered to issue and 


is made returnable next Wednesday.

Some three or more 


ye.irs since, a gentleman residing in 
Jacksonville, engaged in the abstract 
business, had occasion one night, at a 
rather late hour, to enter hiH office. 
On entering he discovered there was 
some one in the room. Subsequent de- 
velopments showed the intruder to be 
a rival in the abstract business, and 
that he was aiigage'd in mutilating the 
books in the oflice. On being 
dis- 


covered he determined to shield him- 
self by murdering the discoverer. 
In 


the struggle that followed, the intrud- 
er and assailant, being- armed with a 
pocket knife; the other man without 
any weapon of defense, was a desper- 
ate and prolonged 
one showing by 


trails of blood that the entire circuit 
of the room h,ad been made by 
the 


struggling men probably a dozen times, 
the assailant trying- to inflict a death 
stab, and the unarmed man shielding 
himself ag best he could and trying to 
escape from the embrace of his mur- 
derer. 
His dead body when discover- 


ed next morning 
bore seventy stab 


wounds. 
This is the Hastings-Draper 
tragedy. 
After his arrest the mur- 


derer made a wiitten confession of all 
the minute details of his discovery, 
and the attack and the murder. 
He 


afterwards stiffened up his back bone 
and decided to fight for his life, got a 
change of venue to Jersey county and 
was acquitted. 


Some two years ngo two men, fellow 


workmen employed in or about the 
coal mine at Dawson, a village in San- 
gamon county, quarreled over some 
very trivial matter. The next day one 
of them took his dinner, kissed his 
babies and went to his work in the 
mines. The other one nursed his an- 
ger and inflamed it during the day 
with potations of fighting whisky, and 
at the close of the day's work renew- 
ed the quarrel at the mouth of the 
shaft when the first party came up 
from his day's work. The aggressive 
party in this second quarrel in point 
of size and stiength was decidedly in 
the advantage. The weaker party was 
conciliating in his demeanor, insisted 
that no cuuse of offense had been re- 
ceived or given, that the quarrel was 
trivial and ought to be dropped. Not- 
withstanding an absolute lack of prov- 
ocation 
or justification 
the great 
strapping Hercules shot and killed his 
unarmed and protesting victim, then 
made his escape. 
He was afterwards 


located in Oklakoma and brought back 
to trial With the facts about us here 
enumerated, testified to by eye wit- 
nesses, he waa acquitted by a Sanga- 
rnon county jury. 


Now comes Macon county with the 


McC'oole case, wherein a man goes into 
another man's home in the darkness of 
the night, puts himself in an advun- 


fear justice rather than seek it, and 
the bete noli1 to every interest demand- 
ing honest conviction. The premium of 
the system upon illiteracy is not in 
keeping with an age where the highest 
standard of honesty is presumed to 
bear a direct ratio to a corresponding 
standard of intelligence, and Ignorance 
and vice are associated together in the 
public mind.

SINK SHAFT AT ONCE 


Prospecting At Blue Mound Finishe 


And Work Will Soon Be Under 


Way. 


VEIN IS OVER FIVE FEET THICK 


Work on sinking the coal shaft a 


Blue Mound will begin at once. The 
result of the preliminary boring was 
saitsfactory and no trouble is feared 
on account of water or sand. A core 
drill was used by means of which the 
exact nature of each stratum could 
bo determined. The drill cut out a 
coie six inches in diameter and this 
is drawn to the top where it can be 
carefully examined. It cost about $3 
per foot to make the preliminary bor- 
ing. 


The total depth of the boring was 


about 831 feet. In this depth the drill 
went throujrh a depth of 18 feet of 
coal in veins varing in thickness of 
irom six inches to five feet three in- 
ches. The latter vein will be work- 
ed. The coal from this vein compared 
favorably with the coal from other 
mines and will be easily worked. There 
is a good roof over the vein and but 
little sand and water above it to In- 
terfere. Other veins of two and three 
feet in thickness were 
found that 


might be worked with profit if there 
hnd been none better.

BIOGRAPHY OF ROBERT A, MILLER 


THE 


At the laying of the corner Stone o 


the Masonic home in Sullivan on Wed- 
nesday a biographical sketch of Rober 
A. Miller was read by "VV. B. Carlock of 
Bloomington. It is of peculiar interes* 
to Masons and citizens generally a 
this time. The sketch follows: 


Robert Andrew Miller was born Feb- 


ruary 10, 1828 in Hopkinsville, Chris- 
tian county, Kentucky. His father was 
Hon. James Miller, who was numbered 
among the early settlers of Illinois, 
and gained an enviable state reputa- 
tion, having been elected as Us first 
republican state treasurer in the year 
1856. He received his nomination for 
that office by acclamation at the cele- 
brated convention giving rise to the 
birth of the .republican party, and at 
which Abraham Lincoln delivered his 
famous "Lost Speech." 
Mr. Lincoln 


was a warm friend of the republican 
tieasurer and a frequent visitor to his 
home. James Miller was born and rais- 
ed near Harrisburg, Rockingharn coun- 
ty, Virginia, the date of his birth be- 
ing May 23, 1795. The mother of Rob- 
ert, Isabella 
Miller, 
whose maiden 


name was Moore was born in Rock- 
bridge County, Virginia, January 15, 
1793. 
Both his paternal and maternal 


ancestors were of 
Scotch-Irish and 


English extraction. Robert's grandfa- 
ther, John Miller, was a captain in a 
Virginia regiment of volunteer troops 
In the war of 3812. His grandfather 
on his mother's side, John Moore, was 
a soldier in the Revolutionary war at 
the age of 15 and did heroic service 
under General Greene in North Caro-

ton and went into the stock raising 
business on a farm south of Bloom- 
ington, continuing steadfastly in such 
vocation until the year 1S65. In the 
spring of that year he and his broth- 
er James Edwin made a trip ovei land 
to California, taking with them a drove 
of mules and also his pet Kentucky 
bred riding mare "Mattie," for which 
he was soon after offered one thousand 
dollars in gold, but so fondly was he 
attached to this animal that he refus- 
ed all offers to buy her and brought 
her back with him to Illinois. His 
faithful saddler died near where we ara 
now standing and n unique and befit- 
ting monument. will soon be erected

of Lord Cormvallis at Yorktown. 


Isabella's oldest 
brother, 
James 


Moore, was a gallant soldier nude 
General Jackson and took part in thi 
battle of New Orleans 
He was alst 
a prominent 32 degree Mason. 


Robert's brothers 
who arrived a 


manhood were Dr. W. T. M. Miller 
now and for many years past a wel 
known and highly respected citizen o 
Bloomington and James Edwin Mille. 
of the same city, now deceased, anc 
who had been the recipient of alder- 
manic honors of that city. lie was also 
a laithful and consistent member 01 
Wade Barney Lodge No. 512 A. K and 
A. M. 


The subject of this sketch emigrated 


with his parents 
from Kentucky to 


Bloomington in the year 1835; received 
his education in the private schools 
of the city and his" connection with 
the schools was severed at tht- age of 
fifteen. During his schoolhood days, 
he with his brothers 
worked on a 


farm in McLean county and acquired 
what little education 
was bestowed 


upon them, under difficulties incident 
lo the development of a r\?\\ country. 
There principal instructor was one Dr. 
William C. Hobbs a scholarly gentle- 
man and well knoun pioneer. 


Robert having <onipIoUrt his eduoa- 


lion at once ro! in nod to Hopkinsville, 
•Kentucky, with his half briber J. \V. 
A- McGarvey and with him engaged in 
She merchandising business for a per- 
iod of seven years, at which time he 
tame back to Uioomington. This was 
about the year l&r.o. On his return he 
tutored into the d t v goorls business 
with the firm ot Me Chin, llagoun and 
company, of which his father James 
Miller was a member, and remained 
with this firm, as a wir],. awake sales- 
man until his f a t h e r took possi ssion 
of the 
office of slate treasurer, at 


which time Robert accompanied his 
father to Springfield and" became the 
chief deik of his office. His 
father 


James Miller h a v i n g been re-el,-i-ted 


to her Aemory. After an absence of 
more than a year- in California Robert 
igain returned to 
McLean 
county, 


traded his farm for Moultrie county 
ands, added thereto 
by 
purchase, 


until he was possessed of one of the 
choicest farms in this sction of the 
country. He moved to Moultrie coun- 
ty in the latter part of the year 1S6B 
ind resided upon his farm until a few 
years before his death at which time 
he took up his residence in the town 
of Sullivan, whore he died on the 4fh 
lay o! February, A. D. Ib91. The leg- 
icy he leaves to the Masons of the 
tdte of Illinois is one of untold inter- 
st and lasting benefits to the Masons 
of the stute and the 
Grand Lodge 


showed its wisdom and appreciation in 
its acceptance of the bequest. And it 
is with feelings of joy. that on thr 
oc( asion, we are permitted to dedi 
i ate the first building to be erecte 
thereon in the laying of the corne 
stone thereof. Brother Miller's fait 
in the ability of the Grand Lodge t 
carry out the objects and purpose o 
his bequest were 
unshaken, as i 


clearly shown by the condition impos 
ed by him on our Grand Lodge ii 
the following language at, its term 
indicate namely: "It shall cause to b 
erected and maintained thereon a suit 
able home for such widows and 
or- 


phans of Masons, as said Grand Lodge 
may from time to time designate as 
residents therein." 


Thus it will be seen tha> the Grand 


Lodge is not tiid up or handicapped by 
any unreasonable 
or 
extraordinary 


conditions. His faith in tho willing- 
ness and the ability of 
the Grand 


Lodge to properly act was implicit 
Robert 
Miller was married to Miss 


Mary Ann Swain on the 25th day ol 
June, A. D. 1872. She was the daughter 
of Captain Swain, a Quaker of Phila- 
delphia. They never had any children. 
His

likes and when having formed an at- 
tachment for a friend, siu h was his 
peisonality, that his friendship could 


in by friend or foe and he was not 
afraid to declare himself in terms most 
emphatic against all manner of deceit 
and double dealing. 


He was honest ana careful in his 


business transactions 
and it can be 


truthfully said of him, he dealt strict!;* 
upon the "square." 
His ambition in 


the highest degree was to think right, 
fool right and act right. 
He was 


warmly attached to his lodge; enjoyed 
the fellowship of his 
brethren and 


never once lo^t sight of the tenets- of 
a Mason's profession, "brotherly love, 
relief and truth." He both practiced 
and instilled into the hearts of men 
purity of life and character. His life 
was dedicated to dee-.s of chaiity; the 
uplifting of humanity and the tlissenir 
inrition of the principles of freemas- 
onry. 


Robeit Miller 
believed 
that the 


broadest, truest and most noble of all 
leligion was that which*teaches us to 
give our best efforts toward assisting 
and befriending our fellow men. He 
believed that the man who helped his 
fellow men was doing 
the Supreme 


Being's service. His life was molded 
upon this faith. Surely the golden gates 
of heaven will give free entrance to 
the soul of one who has led an hon- 
orable career upon this earth and has 
left a legacy to shelter the homeless, 
to aid the weak and unfortunate. He 
believed, as Robert Burns, "An honest 
man is the noblest work of God." 


His standard of morals was that, 


he whose life was honest and useful 
to his fellow men was the best. That 
without honesty, no 
other virtue or 


characteristic, religious or moral was 
of any value at all. This was the clay 
of which he was made and very good 
clay it is. 


Wen he departed this life, we lost 


a true, high minded man, a character 
of lofty integrity, a good friend, the 
memory of whom time may possibly 
dim, 
but certainly with you can never 


obliterate. 


In his manner he was simple and 


modest; in his tastes 
he found the

demand," said 


Davis Folrath, the well known shoe 
de.jlei," but they are riot generally 
carried in stock in the west. Every 
<lay we have- intjuiries for thorn but as 
a rule the people who ask 
for- them 


are easily put off when we say that 
we have no stock of that kind. How- 
ever sometimes we have a customer 
who asks that we send to the eastern 
manufacturers and secure him a, pair 
of tan shoes. The ii-ade now insisting 
on having them is n trade ih.it is 
willing to pay six or seven dollars tor 
a pair of shoes if they can get what 
they want. 


"The majority of the people who 


have worn tan shoes say that they had 
bettor service from those goods than 
from black ones..That is in direct con- 
tradiction to what the leather experts 
say. They declare 
that the process 


through which 
the 
leather is put 


should kill it because all of the l i f e 
is taken from the leather. 


"If it was not so late in the season 


I would now place f"n order for tan 
shoes but by the time that they could 
be made and be delivered hero tbo 
season would bo at an en-.1. The prin- 
cipal demand is for low cut .shoes. 


"I believe that next season they wrll 


be much worn again. It is likely that 
at first there will be nothing less than 
shoes worth $3.50 offered 
and from 


that they will bo priced to six and 
seven dollars. The :,eason following, 
however, if my estimate 
is correct, 


there will be tan shoes of all qualities 
for both men and women. Next season 
I expect only men's shoes wrll be of- 
fered."

As a husband 
he was loving, faithful and tender. 
He performed his life's work and du- 
ties of citizenship as well.

live to see the home hero to be erect- 
ed a crowning success of the wisdom 
and efforts of Brother Robert A. Mil- 
lei- in behalf of dependent widows and 
orphans of Master Masons. 


RUSSIA AND THE JEWS. 


The Slavic Sleepy Peasant Hates the 


Shrewd Semite. 


In Russia I met the Jew whei.-ver 


I went. He was usually a business man 
or a student in a. university. Although 
the Russian has great facility In lan- 
guage, the Russian .Jew I found to be 
the most versitile man in- the empire. 
If I was 'way up in the corner of Si- 
beria and could not make my wants 
known it was a Jew who ooulrl speak 
the English or 
the 
Gorman that I 


needed. Was I anxious for an inter- 
view with the students of Warsaw or 
Moscow then I must find a Hcbiow 
boy who spoke English as well as my- 
self. 
And when I was sent ba<'k on 


a cold, dark night some seventy miles 
to have my passport vised, and was 
unable to get rny ticket or to mak. 
inquiries, it was a poor Jewish artis- 
an who stayed up half the night with 
me, paid rny ticket, gave mo half of 
his scanty fare and put rne on my 
train for Warsaw. No wonder, then, 
that I was interested in the condition 
of the Jews in Russia. About ten yo;u.s 
ago a dreadful persecution of this peo- 
ple began in the Czar's domains, and 
much sympathy 
was 
expressed for 


them in this country, which at that 
time gave to many of thorn a hospi- 
table asylum. 


Let us rook for a moment at tho 


laws of Russia 
referring to Jews. 


Kussia has between four million and 
five million Jews, or about one-third 
of the entire race. Poland alone con- 
tains over eight hundred thousand. In 
England and America tho Jews have 
cast off al! distinguishing badges and 
In Great Britain some of them stand 
near to the king. In Russia It is total- 
ly different; they are almost as dis- 
tinctive as a Chinaman is hero. The 
Russian Jew wears a curious curl that 
hangs down to his chin. His tap of 
Hack alpaca sits far back upon his 


head. His clothes are black; his trous- 
ers cut to his ankles. In one hand he 
carries a valise, in the other an um- 
biella—lor he is usually moving on 
business and the Russian government 
usually will not let him stay long in 
one place. 


In Russia the Jew is intensely relig- 


ious he thinks as much of the Talmud 
as he thinks of his trade. About twen- 
ty years ago Russia restricted tho 
Jews to a strip running along the bor- 
ders of Prussia, Austria, Hungary and 
RouriKiniii. This was the Semitic zone. 
In Austiia-Hurigary there arc a mil- 


' I ' f ' i i and a half, in Germany half a 
million and in Rournnnia 40^,000 Jews. 
Of course, the Russians regards the. 
Jews 
from his standpoint, and not 


from the Amor-Kan and Knglrsh point 
of view. Thp (,i(1 j.,ws of (ni, em[)ire 
prohibit the Jews 
from 
settling in 


UiiHHa at all. -Only a few privileged 
classes have any technical right to do 
so even now—artisans, scholars, phy- 
sicians and specially privileged mer- 
chants. 


The reasons for Russian antipathy 


to tho Jews are mediaeval, but quite 
explainable. Tho 
Slav-is peasant is 


good rraturcd, improvident and lazy. 
The Jew is energetic, sleepless, suc- 
cessful along all lines of trade. The 
peasant borrows 
monpy 
from his 


prosperous neighbor, 
cannot pay it; 


then the Jew in self-defense has to 
take over his farm, or his tavern, of- 
fice or store. The whole matter- is seen 
to be a matter of cleverness.'On one 
side the ability to toil, to save to trade 
wpll. On the other side, waste a'nd ig- 
norancp, bringing poverty denouncing 
cleverness. In this case poverty has 
the guns and so can afford to perse- 
cute cleverness. No doubt long Injus- 
tice has made the Russian Jew 
in 


many cases much less agreeable than 
his 
American 
compatriot}—Peter

Where, \o an in- 
duna and a spearsmen, was the pleas- 
ure in women or maize beer compared 
to the fierce embrace of danger, the 
drunkenness of drink of deadly com- 
bat? 


Men may pass the whole of their 


Ines without either being themselves 
or seeing a fellow-man in danger. Yet 
who in his dreams has not sported with 
jeopardy, making a mock of it, and 
awakening witn tho same strange ex- 
altation as fills the encounter of a liv- 
ing peril, perhaps with the same fire 
in 1he eyes?

We got him 
when he had sunk to his chest, but 
the rnoiass did not shudder more than 
he. But when he died on Spoin Kop 
he died like the fearless soldier he was- 
the great rock on which ho fell was -is 
likely to fly from its firm base.—Lon- 
don Spectator.

Golden Text: "Tho Lord shall deliv- 


er me from 'every evil work, and shall 
preserve me unto' his heavenly king- 
dom."

All our lessons during the past three 


months have been about Paul. Wo can 
sum them up around 
three words: 


events, teachings, character. 


Events. 


On the way to Jerusalem. There is 


where wo first see Paul. He IS taking1 
with him uorne money given 
by 
the 


Creek churches to help poor Christians 
in Judea. Ho wants to see Jerusalem 
again and to win, if possible, his coun- 
trymen to Christ. He hr*s crossed the 
Hellespont and made his way along 
the beautiful coast of Auia Minor as 
far as Miletus. It is 
there he says 


farewell to the "eltleis," the "minist- 
ers, of tho church at Epliesus. He bids 
them to be 
faithful 
and commends 


them to God. He leaves them in tears 
on the beach and sails on. He cornes 
at length to Tyre and then to Caesa- 
re.i. In both places he is warned-that 
he goes to Jerusalem at the peril of 
his life. But Paul knew that it was 
not necessary to live; it was necessary 
to do his duty, and so he continued 
his journey. 


The Jewish Capital. At Jerusalem he 


is welcomed by the Christians and ad- 
vised to refute accusations of disloyal- 
ty to the national customs by observ- 
ing some ceremonialism. He does so, 
but his enemies see him, falsely accuse 
him of bringing a Gentile into the sac- 
red enclosure of the temple, and hast- 
ily rouse n mob. Only the ariival of a 
squad of Roman 'soldiers saved his life 
but standing1 on 
the 
temple stairs 


leading- into the Castle Antonia he | 
made a public plea to his nation. Im- 
mediately a plot was formed by a large 
number of desperate men to kill him 
A nephew revealed the plot and guard- 
ed by soldiery Paul was hurried by 
night to Caesarea. He had left the city 
of David forever. 


At Caesarea. He is tried before Felix 


the Roman procurator. There is no case 
against him but Felix hopes for a 
bribe and keeps him in durance. From 
Paul's lips he hears the gospel, trem- 
bles, but fails to repent. Then comes 
a new governor, Festus. When a trial 
at Jerusalem Is proposed Paul appeals 
to Caesar. Agrippa visits the court and 
hears Paul tell of 
fidelity to "the 


heavenly vision." 


Rome. Thither Paul is taken. There 


is a terrible storm at sea and a ship- 
wrecy on the coast of Malta. But the 
hollow of God's hand is wide and deep 
and Paul's safety is 
assured. 
Two 


years at Rome he remains a prisoner. 
They were not wasted years, for mnny 
a life received inspiration from per- 
sonal contact with him. And from his 
pen came letters which are a priceless 
possession of the church. 


The End. Only in a dim way can we 


inter it from some letters he wrote 
to his friends. >JO has regained his 
liberty and seen service anew in the 
field. But he is arrested again. He 
expects no release. Fiom the old Mam- 
ortine prison at Rome 
he writes to 


Timothy that the time of his depart- 
ure has come. Somewhere outsiue the 
city wall there is a gleam of the Motor's 
axe and a new name on the world's 
great roll of martyrs. 


Teachings. 


Some of the lessons give with con- 


siderable fullness his ideas. We have 
studied extracts Irom four of his letters 


1. Ressurection. He told 
us that 


Christ's death was not for himself but 
for us all. 


2. Love. The Christian will be loyal 


to the state and will love his neighbors 
as himself. Ho will refuse evil and keep 
himself pure and strong. 


3. Life. It does not come from obed- 


ience to law but from the openness of 
our hearts to the personal influence of 
God. Only tho indwelling of the Holy 
Spirit, who is Jesus' other self, can 
bring us peace and joy. 


4. Ministry. We prepare for it by 


acquaintance with the Word of God. 
In spite of all diffieulties we are to 
go forward in the way of knowing that 
the Master has in reserve for us a 
crown. 


Character. 


We have seen Paul in many situa- 


tions which revealed his inmost life. 
What are some of tho 
elements of 


character which shone out.' 


1. Tenderness. At 
Miletus strong 


men wept as they looked it>r the last 
time into his face. The same was true 
at Tyre. A cold hard man awukens no 
such love. Paul was deeply affection- 
ate man. Bayard Taylor was riyht. 


"The bravest are the tenderest, 
The loving are the daring." 


2. Determination. The 
great mis- 


sionary had an indomitable will. Noth- 
ing could turn him back from his pur- 
pose to visit Jerusalem. It was evet 
true—"This one Iblng I do, I press 
forward." 


3,Courage. When he was eight years. 


old Horatio Nelson heard his, mother 
use the word fear. "Mamma," said he 
"what is fear?" Paul seems never tc 
have learned its meaning. The mob 
does not terrify him. He silences its 
wild clamor 
with 
his outstretched 


hand and preaches the Christian faith 
In the fierce tempest at sea he Is fear- 
less, 


1. Resourcefulness. Paul knew how 


to make ( ircumstances the scaffolding 
whereon he stood to build. He pitted 
Pharisee again Sadducee and thus di- 
verted their spleen. 
He turned his 


nephew's information to good account. 
Prison became 
an 
opportunity to 


preach to the official classes at Caes- 
area, lo the picked soldiers of the 
praetorian guard at Rome. In. the an- 
archy aboard the 
apparently doomed 


ship he assumed command and brought 
all passengers safe to shore. 


5. Hopefulness. In all his troubles 


he Is bouyant in spirit. H< has visions 
of "good cheer" In prison cells (Acts 
23:11) and in storms at liea (27:22-24). 
Therr. are no jeremiads In his Jotters. 
On the occasion of is first imprison- 
ment he wrote to some friends, "Re- 
joice alwny. " <• " I can do all things 
through ChriHt which 
strengthened! 


me." When certain death impends he 
writes, "Henceforth there is laid up 
for me a crown of righteousness." 


6. Trustfulness. "What is the sec- 


ret of your life?" asked Mrs. Brown- 
ing of Charles Kingsley. "Tell mo, that 
I may make mine beautiful, too." "I 
had a friend," was the answer." Such 
was the secret of Paul's character. 


He claimed 
nothing 
for 
himaelf. 


"Christ liveth In me." A man la known 
by the character of his deHciples. What 
must not the Master be lo whom BO 
imporiii] and marvelous a. man as Paul 
avows himself bondseivant? Only Jo- 
sus of Nazareth can explain Saul of 
Tarsus. J'Yom the variations in the 
movements of some of the stars as- 
tronomers affirm the existence in the 
depths of the- heavens of a great plan- 
et. And so it proved. Neptune alone 
could change tho courses of the stars. 
Did we know nothing otherwise of 
Jesus the career of Paul were proof 
thiit Paul had felt the power of a life 
who couid have been none other than 
the Sun of God.

cannot pass 


ibreast it It is just like the mule's 
cantankerous nature to choose one of 
these places to throw out his fore feet 
firmly and refuse to budge an inch. 
Blows, curses, entreaties, carrots—all 
are useless. The mule will not move 
until he chooses. Sometimes he does 
not choose for half 
an 
hour, and, 


meanwhile, travelers are held upon the 
roadside. 


This is bad enough, but it is infinite- 


ly worse when the mule takes a fancy 
lo run away -with his rider on one of 
these paths. The mule has a much 
stronger month than a horse, and tile 
Macedonian species has 
a 
stronger 


mouth than any other mule. It is im- 
possible to pull him up by a straight 
tug, but your dragoman will show you 
—after you have been spilt on the rocks 
once or twice—how to get the beast 
under control by a cunning twitch of 
the left rein. It is not pleasant to be 
run away with by a mule at any time, 
but when the scene is a narrow moun- 
tain path, with sharp turnings, steep 
precipices, and numerous boulders in 
the track, the experience is much too 
strenuous for the nerves of almost any 
sort of man. 


When you travel in the wilder parts 


of Macedonia, you should always take 
a dragoman ana be very careful what 
dragoman you take. There is none bet- 
ter than a Chega Albanian, such as 
low may be seen every day on the 
streets of Constantinople or Salonica. 
He is a murderous looking ruffian, with 


widp, white skirt like a ballet girl's, 
piratical red cap and a belt full of 


tnives and pistols. In a word he is t, 
stage brigand to the life. But the man 
is a gentleman to the backbone. He 
".'ill not rob you or He to you, as most 
of the Christian races in the Balkans 
do. 


You engage him for perhaps, $20 or 


$25 per month and he will save you 
ten times that sum by preventing peo- 
ple from cheating you. More than 
that, if he says, "On my head be it!" 
—as he always does when you engage 
him—he would die in your defense be- 
fore he would allow any harm to be- 
fall you. 


It is well to take with you a small 


tent or at least a waterproof sheet and 
blanket in which to sleep, and a few 
cooking- utensils. Villages and hamlets 
arp numerous enough, but they are not 
pleasant places to stop at unless you 
are interested in the study of entom- 
ology. The home of the average Mace- 
donian peasant, or even the better 
class dweller in tiro country districts 
is filthy in the extreme, and the hov- 
fls th.it pass for guest houses are 
woise. But such poor accommodations 
an those may be is always offered to 
the traveler by the priest or the head 
map of the village with the air of a 
prince, and a Macedonian can never 
understand why it is declined with 
thanks, In favor of a water-proof sheet 
and the open air. 


It is well to steer .clear of the vil- 


lages for another reason. Macedonia is 
i country inhabited by half a dozen 
intijRomstic 
peoples—Greek, 
Serbs, 


Bulgarians, Turks, Albanians and Mn- 
cedonians proper. Each petty village 
's a hotbed of strike, and each war- 
ng faction is always eager to drag a 
stranger Into the quarrel. Unless a 
traveler bay an iippetite for knives and 
•evolvers, it is well to remain strictly 
iloof. 


Macedonia, is rarely visited by for- 


eigners, anj unknown to the tourist. 
Yet It Is a country that well repays 
he trouble and expense of a visit. If 
he traveler does not rnlnd "roughing 
t."
